January  Trade  Surplus  Edges 
Lower  -  The  January  agricultural 
trade  surplus  fell  $63  million  from 
the  previous  month  to  $1 .7  billion. 
January  exports  increased  6  percent 
to  $3.8  billion.  Imports  rose  15  per¬ 
cent  to  $2.0  billion.  The  cumulative 
trade  surplus  for  October  1989- 
January  1990  totaled  $6.9  billion, 

6  percent  ahead  of  the  same  period 
a  year  ago  (table  3). 

January  Exports  Higher  -  U.S. 
agricultural  exports  totaled  $3.8  bil¬ 
lion  in  January,  6  percent  above  the 
previous  month.  Increases  in  cotton, 
soybeans,  fruits  and  vegetables, 
meats,  cattle  hides,  grain  sorghum, 
animal  feeds,  and  tobacco  more 
than  offset  decreases  in  live  animals, 
corn,  wheat,  and  rice.  October- 
January  exports  totaled  $14.4  bil¬ 
lion,  6  percent  ahead  of  last  year’s 
pace. 

Com  exports  maintained  their  torrid 
pace  in  January  with  shipments  of  6.1 
million  tons  valued  at  $687  million. 

At  1.9  million  tons,  the  Soviet  Union 
was  the  largest  importer.  Other  major 
markets  during  January  included 
Japan  (1 .2  million  tons),  Korea 
(595,000  tons),  Taiwan  (516,000 
tons),  Mexico  (391,000  tons),  and 
Spain  (350,000  tons).  Export  price 
remained  at  $1 13  a  ton. 

Soybean  exports  shot  up  1 6  percent 
in  January  with  shipments  of  2.1  mil¬ 
lion  tons  valued  at  $472  million.  The 
EC  took  nearly  1.2  million  tons, 
followed  by  Japan  (280,000  tons), 
Taiwan  (237,000  tons),  and  Eastern 
Europe  (158,000  tons). 

Soybean  meal  ex  ports  also  remain¬ 
ed  high  at  517,000  tons,  slightly 
above  the  December  figure.  The 
Soviet  Union  was  the  primary  mar¬ 
ket  (316,000  tons),  followed  by 
Canada  (47,000  tons)  and  Algeria 
(46,000  tons).  U.S.  soymeal  exports 
often  surge  in  the  winter  and  early 
spring  just  before  Brazilian  and 
Argentine  meal  come  into  the  export 
market. 


Wheat  exports  totaled  2.1  million  tons 
in  January  valued  at  $347  million, 
another  disappointing  month.  Exports 
to  China  (334,000  tons)  slightly  ex¬ 
ceeded  shipments  the  previous 
month.  Other  major  markets  during 
January  were  the  Soviet  Union 
(315,000  tons),  Pakistan  (202,000), 
Egypt  (196,000  tons),  and  Sri  Lanka 
(101 ,000  tons).  Shipments  to  the 
Soviet  Union  were  the  first  significant 
amounts  in  fiscal  1990. 

Cotton  exports  totaled  1 91 ,000  tons  in 
January,  a  28  percent  increase  from 
the  previous  month.  Export  value  also 
increased  28  percent  to  $321  million. 
The  major  cotton  markets  included 
Japan  (41,000),  Korea  (35,000  tons), 
the  EC  (33,000  tons),  and  China 
(22,000  tons). 

Agricultural  Imports  were  up  15  per¬ 
cent  in  January  to  $2.0  billion.  Fresh 
fruits,  juices,  and  vegetables  were  at 
record  levels  in  January,  raising  total 
fruit  and  vegetable  imports  61  percent 
from  the  previous  month  to  $629  mil¬ 
lion.  December’s  freeze  damage  in 
the  United  States  accounted  for  mo$t 
of  the  increase.  Cocoa  imports  nearly 
doubled  in  January  to  $70  million. 

Coffee  imports  reached  $166  million  in 
January,  up  18  percent  from  Decem¬ 
ber.  World  coffee  prices  recently 
experienced  a  rise  due  to  market 
uncertainty  in  Brazil  and  possible 
supply  problems  in  the  Ivory  Coast, 
Mexico,  and  Central  America  (table  6).
